VAST ICE CAVERN. 


Dteeonr} KeeeaUy Made to 


Colorado. 


Photographer Yelton reasntly re- 


turned to Cripple Creek, Colo., from a

Perhaps more people wear silk in China 


than to asy other country, for plain, raw 
nit is almost as inexpensive a* cotton. 
Even for winter garments the material is 
made to serve, with layers of wadding 
placed between the ontsldo and tbo lining. 
A* then* garments d<> not go oat of style, 
it is not necessary to buy new ones until 
the old are well worn. This is a great 
item of saving for every one bat the tai- 
lors, but if the pcoplo followed the example 
of the tailors themselves there would be 
still less for that craft to do. Like the feet 
of shoemakers' children, the Chinese tai- 
lors, while at their work, are as nearly 
bare as possible. Whet well fattened, their 
uncovered bodies suggest the animals 
which Americans inclose in a sty. The 
more like a well fed porker a Chinaman 
becomes the prouder Is he of his looks, for 
a corpulent man is regarded by bis almond 
eyed brethren as a high type of humanity. 


In the tailor's workroom, which is fre- 


quently open on all sides, the passerby 
may see from five to ten men seated around 
a low, matting covered table. Each man 
is in undress uniform, consisting of his 
cue, a pair of slippers and pantaloons about 
S inches In length. They work both lor 
shops and individuals, receiving about 
a month, yet somehow they manage to 
keep fat.—Lippmcott's Magazine.

There are not two 
streams at the same tune, but electricity 
may be driven from either terminal at 
the will of the person who is operating 
he macninc and directing its influence. 
The tremendous improvement this ma- 
chine is in the matter of procuring am 
electric current can best be understood 
jy contrasting conditions. In the earlier 
yean a dry atmosphere, much warming 
md heavy labor were required to show 
only small changes, while now. with 
these marvelous machines, no wanning 
* needed, even when the atmosphere is 
Dad, and with only little labor torrents 
of electricity may be obtained. — New 
York Herald.

rions, it cannot be denied that corpora 
toons are good things. In the modern 
method of conducting trainee* and in- 
dustrial operations on • large ccale they 
have grown to be important, almost es- 
Mntial. factors in the carrying out of 
enterprises too vast for tbe scope of in 
dividual effort They are tbe creation 
usually of general or specific laws and 
should be confined within tbe terms of 
their respective charters. 
When so 


operated, they are not necessarily in- 
imical to tbe publio welfare. 


It was not against corporations eon- 


ducted after this legitimate manner 
that Governor Pug^ee inveighed, flu 
condemnation was directed against 
thoae combinations of capital which 
transcend their delegated functions by 
invading the rights of individuals and 
using their wealth and tLe influences 
it brings for crestis.; out competition, 
damming the channels of public policy 
and destroying the opportunities that 
lie open to private enterprise. That the 
more powerful corporations all over the 
country have sinned in these and in 
numerous other ways is a truth that is 
too plain for controversy. 


Their aggressions have been increas- 


ing as their wealth multiplied during 
tbe past quarter of a century, until the 
task of driving them back withm their 
proper boundaries has become a neces- 
sity if this government is to be perpet- 
uated according to the plan of its 
Founders. These creatures of the law 
bare grown to such threatening proper 
toons that they have assnrac 4 to defy 
and override the power that created 
them 


Armed with the power of enormously 


accumulated capital, they have gone 
into tbe legislatures of the states and 
into the halls of congress, and by the 
employment of money and the agencies 
which it controls they have caused to be 
enacted laws which b&ve legislated

enjoined the city of Lima from the

Now the city of Lima, under 
the leadership of mayor Baxter, 1> 
having her inning. The following 
letter forwarded by the mayor to the 
T. B. Townsend Brick Oo., whose 
material is to be used In paving 
north Main street and Harrison ST. 
enue, explain! the stud that is be- 
ing taken by Lima to resent the ac- 
tion of the Pennsylvania company 
and it is safe to say in advance that 
the mayor's action will be com- 
mended by the citizens unanimously: 
T. B. Tamtend Brisk and Contracting 


Co , ZanesvWe, Ohio: 
Gentlemen—I have just wired you 


aa follows: "Bo not close contract 
with Pennsylvania Oo. for delivery of 
bricks for Lima streets. Have writ- 
ten. S. A. Baxter." 


In explanation thereof would say, 


in 1880 the good people of Lima 
voted $100,000 of bonos In aid of an 
enterprise that seemed to them a 
worthy one. They have never re- 
gretted it. The Pennsylvania Oo. 
enjoined their share of the taxes and 
bave never paid a cent. March 18th 
of this year, we voted 198,000 in 
bonds to what we again considered a 
worthy enterprise. 
The Pennsyl- 


vania Oo. jumped onto us rough shod 
and stopped all proceedings. 


It is a long story and an interest- 


ing one, but scarcely worth putting 
on paper. The moral is, that so long 
as the Pennsylvania Oo. sees fit to 
obstruct the growth and manifest 
destiny of the city of Lima, we can- 
not afford to throw business into 
their hands, especially when such 
business Is of a public character, when 
there ate five other roads here who 
are disposed to be friendly. 


I beg of you, don't send that 


freight over the Pennsylvania lines. 
It would raise a row here and would 
cost you ten times mure than it oth- 
erwise would. The people and coun- 
cil would get it in for you, for con- 
tractor 
Wiles and you would be 


picked to pieces, perhaps unneces- 
sarily and uncalled for. Back down 
squarely from anything you may 
bave done with the Pennsylvania Oo. 
and get that freight onto the Ohio 
Southern if possible, and I am sure 
yea will be saved great annoyance 
and I suspect some money.

Timothy bay can be baled M soon as 


it is tborasfcly dry. It is usually cus- 
tomary to stack it in the field, then 
bale as scon as it is practically free 
from gftoistnre, wMch condition u 
reached about six weeks after cutting. 
Prairie hay can be baled in the field di- 
rect The sooner tbe work is done the less 
loss there will be iron bleaching and 
ram. Since shredded corn fcdder has 
become popular it also is 'baled largely, 
especially if intended for market. As 
yet there ia no general demand for 
shredded corn fodder for shipping con- 
siderable distance, bat in many places 
it is wanted locally. A trade can easily 
be built np if tbe fodder is always of 
the best quality. If quite dry when 
shxedded, it can be run directly into the 
press, thus saving one handling. This 
fodder molds qiuta readily if not well 
cured, and it will require some little 
experience to be able to tell jnst when 
tin fodder should be baled or stored. 


Tbe length of the bale can be regulat- 


ed to suit tbe taste of. the individual, as 
the dividing boards can be dropped in 
wherever desired. The usual length, 
however, is 3 feet for small and 4 feet 
for large bales. Bales 30 inches are 
quite common. The cross section of tbe 
bale also varies, ranging about as fol- 
lows: 14 by 18 inches, 16 by 18, 16 by 
30,17 by 22, IS by 32. The larger sizes 
are need for straw, excelsior and other 
light stuff. The bales weigh from 75 to 
160 pounds. Different markets require 
different sized bales, Chicago prefers 
the small 14 by 18 bate, weighing 70 to 
90 pooBda, and about 75 per cent of this 
size, the next being a 17 by ad. weigh- 
ing 100 to 150 pounds. The most popu- 
lar package ia St. Zeals weighs 80 to 
)05}Kmnds. In New York large bales 
are tin role, those weighing 360 pounds 
or over. Boston handles berth the large 
upright press and tbe small perpetual 
press bales, weighing 100 to J 50 ponnda. 
The amount of baybalid m en hour 
vane* from two tons with small horse- 
power presses to four or four and a half 
with large machines operated by steam, 
many of which axe provided with aoto- 
msttkt feeders.

smudge by lighting slow firea in vari- 
ous parts of tbe pasture. The afflicted 
animals vjill surround these fires and 
and protection in the smoke produced. 
When practical, tbe animals are further

I other parts liable to attack with car-

Of tbe money thus ob- 
tained he bet |750 ou a horse race and 
won $2,500, witb which ho paid tbe 
checks. Later he forged checks for 
flOO. |T5 and |25 on tbe Commercial 
bank of Columbus in tbe name of tbe 
Columbus Bar Fixture company, by 
which he pretended to be employed. 


He always carried forged letters 


•written to himself on tbe company's 
letter paper, and on tbe strength of 
these he managed to gain the good 
graces of people who afterward became 
his victims. He came to Kew York on 
the proceeds of these forgeries, and 
after his arrival here he forged a check 
for |40 in the name of his father on 
the Columbus bank aud passed the check 
ou Joseph Levy, a dealer in neckties. 
He also forged a f 30 check in the name 
of J. C. Armstrong, an old friend of 
his, which he passed on Isaac Lewis, 
another dealer in neckties. — Kew York

Hi* Slave Wife the Rightful One. 


Judge Bvtrris, ill the district court of 


Lawrence, Kan., recently decided an 
important legal question and one which 
involves the title to considerable laud 
in Donglas and Leavenworth counties. 


In 1S5!3 Qraii* Benfro, a colored man, 


was married under the slave custom in 
Howard county. Mo. He, aiid his wife 
Ann lived together until 1867 or 1868, 
when he left her and went to Booue- 
ville, where he was legally married to 
another woman, his slave wife remain- 
ing in the country. Wife after wife died 
until he had been married to five besides 
the slave wife. Years ago he weut to 
Kansas and acquired some property, 
gelling one farm and buying another. 
A year ago be died, owning a valuable 
'arm near Lawrence, besides consider- 
able personal property. His last wife 
and several children scrvive him. Wife 
No. 1 is also alive and has come for- 
ward to dispute the claim of wife Jfo. 6 
to the property. 


Judge Bnrns held that she was the 


legal widow of Grant Renfro, the com- 
mon law marriage mado in Missouri bo- 
ing a valid one. This decision affects 
not only tho land owned by Benfro at 
the time of his death, but clocds the ti 
tlo to the real estate deeded at various 
times by him and his other wives.
